Ck'velaufl, aiuoug whom the street car 
ptnke is the chief topic of conversation, 
abided their comments to the address is- 
luedby the Rig ht Rev. Ig natius F. 
Horstmau, bishop of the duwese of 
Clev elan d. The utterances of the Catho­ 
lic divine, a man of great influence 
aiiioug the people of his denomination 
tliroaghout Ohio, are regarded as vividly 
ex pressive of the situation here, and it 
U ex pecte d that his m essage pleading 
that the law be observed and civic dig. 
nitv upheld w ill result iu the subduing 
of niuch violence which has made the 
past week au epoch in local history. 
Iu the course of his address Bishop 
Ho rstman n called upon the people to 
offer no resistance to tne authorities, no 
matter what were their sym pathies for 
the strikers. 
The address epitomized 
the situation as follows: 
‘•.Anarchy reigns. 
Riot and rebellion 
prevails. 
The civil authority is defied 
auil openly resisted. 
The city is ter­ 
rorized by the mob and the m ilitia must * 
be calleil out to preserve order. 
The 
fair name of our city as a law abiding 
community is m danger. 
Business has 
been paralyzed. 
Visitors fear to enter 
our portals. 
Our own citizens are iu 
coustant danger of their lives.” 
Further along he said: 
-What, then, is your duty to God, 
your duty in couscieuce, to your church, 
aud your country? 
It is to uphold the 
oivif authority; to obey the laws; to 
give no couiitemiuce to mob violence; 
to >hu\v no .sympathy for those who are 
m rebt liioii ag ainst law and order. 
Avoid all crowds. 
Let no idle curiosity 
lead you to mingle w ith those who are 
thu.s disturbing the public peace. 
Re-, 
member the words of the ajKistle: “ Let 
every soul be subject to hig her ¡x iwer, 
for there is uo power but from God; 
and those that are, are ordained of GtMi. 
Tiiereiore he that resisteth the i)ower, 
resjsteth the ordinance of God. 
And 
they that resist purchase to them selves 
danmatitm. 
W herefore be subject of 
necessity, not only for wratJ i, but for 
conscience sake,” —Romaus X III. Pray 
tiiereiore, brethren, that peace may be 
restore(i and dwell perm anently iu our 
midst, and that brotherly charity may 
once mure reign am ong us all. 
Prayer 
is powerful, and if ottered up for peace 
anil unity it may be pleasing to God. 
“ For tile reverend clergy we hereby 
direct tile collect ‘pro quacuiKiue tribu­ 
lations’ to be recited in the mass, as pro 
re g rav i. until the present dangers have, 
thruiigli God’s mercy, been averted. In 
th e wo rds o f that collect: 
Brethren, 
pray earnestly. 
‘Alm ig hty God, de­ 
spise u o t thy people crying out to thee 
in th mr atflictiou, but for the glory ot 
thy name, beiug appeased, relieve us iu 
oar necessities. 
Lix ikdowu m ercifully, 
we beseech thee, O, Lord, ou our tribu- 
,latiou.s, and turu aw ay the wrath of 
thy indigmatiou w hich we justly de­ 
serve. Tlirough our Lord, J esus Christ, 
thy .sou, who, with thee and the Holy 
Lhost. livest aud reig nest for ever and 
ever. 
Amen.’ ” 
Strikers aud their friends held a 
meeting aud various speakers protested 
against the presence of troops aud the 
carrying of arms by private citizens, 
m ining non-union street car employes. 
The day brought forth no new reports 
of noting and violence. 
Rain full dur­ 
ing most of the afternoon, and did what 
the uolice have been unable to do—keep 


a statement aenymg- any conflecnoa 
w ith recent di&turbauces, including the 
uitrogiyceriii ex plosion which Sunday 
wrecked a Fmelid avenue car, aud aver 
their deterimiiatiou to refrain from any !

The hearing was post}X)ued ami 
the defendant held without bail. 
Mayor Farley issued a proclamation 
calling upon the citizens-to act caliiib 
during the ex citement of the strike am\ 
to remain off the streets as much as p o s­ 
sible. 
W ith the coming of darkness simii. 
riots, mostly iu the foreign iuhabif» >ii 
part of the city, made their appearanc« . 
and coufiicts iu which nobody; was seri-

padrone system in this country.

M cSweeney said the system still ex ists. 
Im m ig rants, he said, are controlled by 
certain bankers after they come here; 
the commissariat is regulated by these 
meu; the mouey of the im m igrant is 
sent back to Italy by these meu. 
The 
system reputed to have obtained years 
ago whereby the bankers induced those 
meu to come here, he did uot tuiuk any 
longer ex isted, because there was no 
need for it. 
They now come of their 
own accord. 
Gustav H. Schwab, one of the ag ents 
of the North German Lloyd Steamship 
oompauy, testified that he believed the 
immigration 
law's 
were intellig ently 
aud carefully ex ecuted. 
He said that 
the steamship companies had issued or­ 
ders to their ageuts to investig ate ail 
persons applying for passage aud his 
company held such ageuts personally 
responsible if the immigrant is returned. 
Mr. Schwab spoke of the educational 
test aud said he thought it unwise to 
keep out the brawn and muscle which 
was needed for tiie development of the 
country. 
The present laws were ample to pro­ 
tect the country. 
Mr. Schwab opjx ised the doubhug of 
the head tax , or making it 
or |l o for 
each uew arrival, which would be pro­ 
hibitory. 
Robert Floyd, representing the Oun- 
ard Ime, said he agreed w ith everything 
which Mr. Schwab had said. 
j . Ter-Kuile, the agent of the Febre 
line, said hi.s company brought in about 
16,oiX) immigrants last year, nearly all 
of whom were Italians. 
From one- 
third to tw’o-fifths of these had their 
fares prepaid in this country. 
Mr. Kuile said taat to his knowledge 
the evils of the padrone system had 
been wiped out. 
Arthur Lederer, pas.senger manager 
of the American Red Star line, said his 
oomuanv last vear brought 25.000 uas- 


ors he wintered at Wind Cityy 
When 
he left in J anuary 16 men were sick 
with scurvy. 
He heard in March that 
Dr. Mason of Chicago and W. Goiichie, 
sou of a Chicago banker, were dying . 
There were about 50 meu stranded 
there, scurvy stricken and frozen. 
E. 
H. Harris of Hamilton had both feet 
frozen aud they were amputated at the 
aukles. 
Two Russians named Boor­ 
man, from California, wtjre dying w ith 
scurvy. 
They were liviug ou the sift­ 
ing s of sour Hour. 
All would have beeu w ell if the In ­ 
dian guides could have beeu induced to 
navigate beyond the divide after reach­ 
ing Wind City, but there they stopped, 
saying that some savages ten feet high 
roamed through the mountains 
and 
crushed meu between their thumbs and 
fingers aud ate them up. 
The Indians 
reported several jiarties 
lost iu 
the 
mountains. 
These men w ill never be 
heard of again. 
It was after the In­ 
dian g uides left them that they strayed 
iuto the section of the country where 
there was uo fuel aud there froze to 
death. 
The parties quarreled among 
them selves aud t<x » k different routes. 
Many remuauts of parties were lost 
in this way. 
Mr. Maltby urges that the Canadian 
governm ent take action against those 
who are respimsible for advertisiug the 
Edmonton trail as a feasible route to 
Dawsou when it is nothing but a death 
trap.

HE ASKED PRAYERS FOR PEACE. 


G eneral A xlln e In C harge of 


th** I l o o p s —Strikers) D enied C onnection 
With Recent D istu rb an ces—M urderer 
Hawley Held W ithout B ail. 


C le v e l a n d, 
Ju ly 26.—Citizeua 
of 
Cleveland, among whom the street car 
Ftrike is the chief topic of conversation, 
added their comments to the address is­ 
sued by the R ight Rev. Ignatius F. 
Horseman, bishop of tne diocese of 
Cleveland. The utterances of the Catho­ 
lic divine, a m an of great influence 
among the people of his denomination 
throughout Ohio, are regarded as vividly 
expressive of the situation here, aud it 
is expecte d th at his m enage pleading 
that the law be observed and civic dig. 
mty upheld will result in the subduing 
of much violence w hich has made the 
past week au epoch in local history. 
In the course of his address Bishop 
Horstmann called upon the people to 
offer no resistance to tne authorities, no 
matter what were their sym pathies for 
the strikers. 
The address epitomized 
the situation as follows: 
“ Anarchy reigns. 
Riot and rebellion 
prevails. 
The civil authority is defied 
aud openly resisted. 
The city is ter­ 
rorized by the mob and the m ilitia m ust 
be called out to preserve order. 
The 
fair name of our city as a law abiding 
community is in danger. 
Business has 
been paralyzed. 
Visitors fear to enter 
our portals. 
Our own citizens are in 
constant danger of their lives.” 
Further along he said: 
“What, then, is your duty to God, 
your duty in conscience, to your church, 
aud your country? It is to uphold the 
civil authority; to obey the laws; to 
give no countenance to mob violence; 
to show no sym pathy for those who are 
id ri b* Ilion against law aud order. 
Avoid all crowds. 
Let no idle curiosity 
lead you to mingle w ith those who are 
thus disturbing the public peace. 
Re-, 
member the words of the apostle: “ Let 
every soul be subject to higher power, 
for there is no power but from God; 
and those that are, are ordained of God. 
Therefore he th at resisteth the power, 
resisteth the ordinance of God. 
Aud 
they that resist purchase to themselves 
damnation. 
W herefore be subject of 
necessity, not only for w rath, but for 
conscience ^ k e .” —Romans X III. Pray 
therefore, brethren, th at peace may be 
restored aud dwell perm anently in our 
midst, aud that brotherly charity may 
once more reign am ong us all. 
Prayer 
is powerful, aud if offered up for peace 
and unity it may be pleasing to God. 
"For tile reverend clergy we hereby 
direct tile collect ‘pro quacunque tribu­ 
lation^ tube recited in the mass, as pro 
re gravi. until the present dangers have, 
through God’s mercy, been averted. In 
the words of th at collect: 
Brethren, 
pray earnestly. 
‘Alm ighty God, de­ 
spise not thy people crying out to thee 
in their affliction, but for the glory of 
thy name, being appeased, relieve us in 
our necessities. 
Look down mercifully, 
we beseech thee, (J, Lord, on our tribu- 
• lotions, and turn aw ay the w rath of 
thy indignation w hich we justly de­ 
serve. Through our Lord, Jesus Christ, 
thy son, who, w ith thee and the Holy 
Ghost, livest and reignest for ever aud 
ever.

Secretary Hay Reported to the Cabinet 
That England Seemed W illing to 
Negotiate Direct. 


W a s h in g to n , July 26.—The m ain 
topic discussed at the cabinet m eeting 
was the Alaskan boundary line dispute. 
Secretary Hay explained the status of 
the direct negotiations now in progress 
between himself aud Mr. Tower, the 
British charge, and said th at he was 
not w ithout hope that this vexed prob­ 
lem would be solved by direct negotia­ 
tions. 
G reat Britain seemed willing to con­ 
sider the proposal of the U nited States 
to give Canada the privilege of a port 
of entry into the Dominion while re­ 
taining absolute sovereignty over the 
Lynn canal aud it is around this sort of 
a proposition th at the hope of a settle­ 
m ent now’ hovers. 
The speeches of Sir 
W ilfrid Laurier and Sir Charles T up­ 
per came up incidentally, but no seri­ 
ous attention was given them . 


ALMOST A MUTINY 
OF THE VOLUNTEERS. 


C orrespondent Said Otis Prevented It by 
Starting th e H om e-G oing—Com* 
plains o f Censorship. 


L o n d o n , July 26.—A private letter re­ 
ceived here from a w ar correspondent 
at M anila and dated June IT said: 
“ There seems to be no end of the w ar 
in sight. 
The censorship is constantly 
becoming more troublesome. 
General 
Otis recently established a rule that any 
m atter relating to the navy m ust be 
taken to the commander of the fleet for 
his approval aud afterw ard subm itted to 
the m ilitary ceusor, thus adding to our 
difficulties. For some reason which the 
censor would not explain General Otis 
refused to allow us to send the death of 
the M onaduock’s captain (Nichols) for 
two days after its occurrence. The gen­ 
eral also refused to let us send news of 
the disappearance of Captain Rockefeller 
(April 28) on the ground th at it would 
worry his family, or the killing of Cap­ 
tain Tilly of the signal corps until the 
next day. 
The correspondents are all 
very tired of this arrangem ent, which 
simply means th at they m ust go out aud 
run large chances of getting shot several 
tim es a week w ith no chance of m aking 
reputations, because their stories m ust 
always reflect Otis’ views. 
“ It is impossible to w rite the truth 
about the situation. 
The resources 
aud fightings qualities of the natives are 
quite m isunderstood by the American 
papers and we cannot w rite facts w ith­ 
out being accused of treason; nor can 
we tell of the practically unanim ous 
opposition to and dislike of the w ar 
among the American troops. 
The vol­ 
unteers, or at least a portion of them, 
were at one tim e on the verge of m u­ 
tiny, and unless General Otis had be­ 
gun sending them homewards there 
would have been sensational develop­ 
m ents. 
“ We have been absolutely refused all 
hospital figures.”

aud to “ act strictly under his orders.”

The troops are w anted to protect the 
sheriff and the jail against the attack 
of a mob tiiat is after John W illiams, a 
negro, who is charged w ith attem pted 
assault on two w hite guffs.

A large crowd 
of country people are in town and 
swear they will have W illiams if they 
have to dynam ite the jail. 
The mob surrounded the jail and 
were calling for Williams. 
B a i n b r id g e , Ga., July 26.— The mob, 
which has lynched several 
negroes 
w ithin the last few days tor complicity 
in the Saffold outrage, was still abroad 
looking for the rem aining members of 
the gang. 
They located “ Kid Jim ,” 
one of the culprits, in a house near 
Pinckard, but he made his escape. 8am 
Thompson, an old negro who harbored 
him, was severely whipped. 
B r in s o n , Ga., July 26.—Charles Mack, 
leader of the gang th at lias been robbing 
aud raping in this vicinity, was lynched 
at Sartell! and his body cut into hu n ­ 
dreds of pieces. 
Mack, after being 
identified, was taken to the big oak tree 
near the Ogletree home, on which 8am- 
inius met his death, and strung up. 
As his feet left the grouud hundreds 
of shots from the mob wi re fired into 
his body. 
After he was dead he was 
taken down aud the body cut into small 
pieces aud distributed among the mob, 
which numbered 200 or 300. 
Mack led Sammms into the Ogletree 
home aud after robbing the inm ates 
assaulted Mrs. Ogletree in her hus­ 
band’s presence.

PADRONE SYSTEM EXISTS. 


M oSweeuey D enied It Had B een W iped 
Out—Testim ony on the Im m i­ 
gration Question. 


N e w Y o r k , July 26.—The sub-com­ 
m ittee of U nited States industrial eom- 
siou which is inquiring into the work­ 
ing of the im m igration laws at this 
port, resumed the examination of As­ 
sistant Commissioner of Im m igration 
j Edward Mc8weeney. 
Chairm an Colo­ 
nel Ellison A. 8m yth questioned the 
witness regarding the existence of the 
padrone system in this country. 
Mr. 
Mc8weeney said the system still exists. 
Im m igrants, he said, are controlled by 
certain bankers after they come here; 
the comm issariat is regulated by these 
men; the money of the im m igrant is 
sent back to Italy by these men. 
The 
system reputed to have obtained years 
ago whereby the bankers induced those 
m en to come here, he did not tuink auy 
longer existed, because there was no 
need for it. 
They now come of their 
own accord. 
Gustav H. Schwab, one of the agents 
of the North German Lloyd Steamship 
company, testified that he believed the 
im m igration 
laws were intelligently 
and carefully executed. 
He said that 
the steamship companies had issued or­ 
ders to their agents to investigate all 
persons applying for passage aud his 
company held such agents personally 
responsible if the im m igrant is returned. 
Mr. Schwab spoke of the educational 
test and said he thought it unwise to 
keep out the brawn and muscle which 
was needed for tne development of the 
country. 
The present laws were ample to pro­ 
tect the country. 
Mr. Schwab opposed the doubling of 
the head tax, or m aking it lo or |10 for 
each new arrival, which would be pro­ 
hibitory. 
Robert Floyd, representing the Oun- 
ard line, said he agreed w ith everything 
w hich Mr. Schwab had said. 
J. Ter-Kuile, the agent of the Febre 
line, said his company brought in about 
13,000 im m igrants last year, nearly all 
of whom were Italians. 
From one- 
third to two-fifths of these had their 
fares prepaid in this country. 
Mr. Kuile said chat to his knowledge 
the evils of the padrone system had 
been wiped out. 
A rthur Lederer, passenger m anager

W ith about IOO other prospect­ 
ors he w intered at W ind City. 
W hen 
he left in January 16 men were sick 
w ith scurvy. 
He heard in March that 
Dr. Mason of Chicago aud W. Gouchie, 
son of a Chicago banker, were dying. 
There wrere about 50 men stranded 
there, scurvy stricken aud frozen. 
E. 
H. Harris of Hamilton had both feet 
frozen aud they were am putated at the 
ankles. 
Two Russians named Boor­ 
man, from California, were dying w ith 
scurvy. 
They were living on the sift­ 
ings of sour flour. 
All would have been well if the In ­ 
dian guides could have been induced to 
navigate beyond the divide after reach­ 
ing W ind City, but there they stopped, 
saying that some savages ten feet high 
roamed through the m ountains and 
crushed men between their thum bs aud 
fingers and ate them up. 
The Indians 
reported several parties lost in the 
m ountains. 
These men will never be 
heard of again. 
It was after the In ­ 
dian guides left them th at they strayed 
into the sectiou of the country where 
there was no fuel aud there froze to 
death. 
The parties quarreled among 
themselves and took different routes. 
Many rem nants of parties were lost 
in this way. 
Mr. M altby urges that the Canadian 
governm ent take action against those 
who are responsible for advertising the 
Edmonton trail as a feasible route to 
Dawson when it is nothing but a death 
trap.

The utterances of the Catho­ 
lic divine, a man of great influence 
among the people of his denomination 
throughout Ohio, are regarded as vividly 
expressive of the situation here, aud it 
is expected that his message pleading 
that the law be observed and civic dig- 
nitv upheld w ill result in the subduing 
of much violence which has made the 
past week au epoch in local history.

ALMOST A MUTINY 


OF THE VOLUNTEERS.

L o n d o n , July 26.—A private letter re­ 
ceived here from a war correspondent 
at Manila aud dated June 17 said: 
“ There seems to be no end of the war 
in sight. 
The censorship is constantly 
becoming more troublesome. 
General 
Otis recently established a rule that any 
matter relating to the navy must be 
taken to the commander of the fleet for 
his approval aud afterward submitted to 
the m ilitary ceusor, thus adding to our 
difficulties. FY>r some reason w hich the 
ceusor would not explain General Otis 
refused to allow us to send the death of 
the M onadnock’s captain (Nichols) for 
two days after its occurrence. The gen­ 
eral also refused to let us send news of 
the disappearance of Captain Rockefeller 
(April 26) oil the ground that it would 
worry his fam ily, or the killing of Cap­ 
tain Tilly of the signal corps until tile 
next day. 
The correspondents are all 
very tired of this arrangement, which 
simply means that they must go out aud 
run large chances of getting shot several 
times a w eek w ith no chance of making 
reputations, because their stories m ast 
always reflect O tis’ views. 
“It is impossible to write the truth 
about the situation. 
The resources 
aud fightinft-qualities of the natives are 
quite misunderstood by the American 
papers and we cannot write facts w ith ­ 
out being accused of treason; nor can 
we tell of the practically unanimous 
opposition to and dislike of the war 
among the American troops. 
The vol­ 
unteers, or at least a portion of them, 
were at one tim e on the verge of m u­ 
tiny, and unless General Otis had be­ 
gun sending them homewards there 
would have been sensational develop­ 
ments. 
“ We have been absolutely refused all 
hospital figures.”

nel Ellison A. Sm yth questioned the 
w itness regarding the existence of the 
padrone system in this country.

McSweeney said the system still exists. 
Immigrants, he said, are controlled by 
certain bankers after they come here; 
the commissariat is regulated by these 
men; the money of the immigrant is 
sent back to Italy by these men. 
The 
system reputed to have obtained years 
ago whereby the bankers induced those 
men to come here, he did not tuink any 
longer existed, because there was no 
need for it. 
They now come of their 
own accord. 
Gustav H. Schwab, one of the agents 
of the North German Lloyd Steamship 
company, testified that he believed the 
immigration 
laws 
were intelligently 
and carefully executed. 
He said that 
the steamship companies had issued or­ 
ders to their agents to investigate all 
persons applying for passage aud his 
company held such agents personally 
responsible if the immigrant is returned. 
Mr. Schwab spoke of the educational 
test aud said he thought it unwise to 
keep out the brawn and muscle which 
was needed for tile development of the 
country. 
The present laws were ample to pro­ 
tect the country. 
Mr. Schwab opposed the doubling of 
the head tax, or making it $0 or #10 for 
each new arrival, which would be pro­ 
hibitory. 
Robert Floyd, representing the C an­ 
ard line, said he agreed with everything 
which Mr. Schwab had said. 
J. Ter-Kuile, the agent of the Febre 
line, said his company brought in about 
16,CKX) immigrants last year, nearly all 
of whom were Italians.

dian guides left them that they strayed 
into the section of the country where 
there was no fuel aud there froze to 
death.

DEATH IN A TEXAS TOWN. 


The Shooting of the Notorious Des­ 
perado Was the Ooteome of a De­ 
liberate Murder Committed by One 
of His Gang of Outlaws. 


“In the little town of Round Rock, in 
Williamson county, Tex., not more 
than 30 miles distant from Austin, re­ 
pose the remains of one of the most 
desperate highwaymen that ever oper­ 
ated in our section,” said Mr. I. N. 
Crocker of the Lone Star State to a re­ 
porter. 
“It was in the spring of 1878 that 
Sam Bass met his fate in this sleepy 
little town, and when he died with his 
boots on the southwest was rid of a 
criminal who was easily the peer of 
Jesse James, though he hadn’t quite as 
long a run as that noted outlaw. Bass 
was a product of Michigan—at least, 
his sister, a gentle girl, came down 
from some town in that state to see 
that his body was decently interred. 
“Bass had collected about him a com­ 
pany of as hardened thieves as ever 
engineered a hold up. 
The gang had 
robbed a number of trains in Missouri 
and Arkansas and concluded they 
would make one more good haul in 
Texas before riding across the border 
into Mexico, where they proposed to 
stay in retirement for a season. 
“Bass had planned the looting of the 
only bank at Round Rock as an easier 
job and doubtless a better paying one 
than tackling a train, which feat had 
been performed too often to be thor­ 
oughly safe. 
By changing his pro­ 
gramme to raiding a village bank there 
might be more lucre and less risk. 
“So on that lovely morning in May 
when he aud his fellow thieves rode 
into 
the 
unsuspicious 
town 
they 
chuckled to think what an easy job it 
would lie to transfer the bank’s cash to 
their pockets. 
So thoroughly certain 
were they of getting off with the 
plunder that they were in no haste 
about the matter. One wanted to get a 
shave, another went into a restaurant 
and so they scattered singly over tile 
place, but there was an understanding 
as to the time of attack, and a rendez­ 
vous was fixed upon. 
“Meanwhile, unknown to the bandits, 
a squad of mounted Texas rangers had 
l>een pressing hard upon the trail of 
the bad men, and within an hour after 
the Bass outfit entered Round Rock 
Sergeant Dick Ware, with eight or ten 
rangers, also reached the scene. 
He 
wasn’t aware of the presence of the 
robbers, nor did they dream that the 
officers of the law were in that vicinity. 
Neither did any citizen of the town 
have the remotest idea of the identity 
of certain rough looking men, strangers 
in the place. But they might be cowr- 
hoys from some distant west Texas 
cattle ranch, for the presence of such 
was too common to occasion notice. 
“The climax came quite by accident. 
One of the ruffians who had sauntered 
into a store to make a few purchases, 
in reaching for his purse to make pay­ 
ment, disclosed a big Colt’s revolver. 
The Texas law against carrying guns 
was strict, and it so happened that the 
man who saw’ the weapon was none 
other than the town marshal, as brave 
a fellow as ever lived, 
lie walked up 
to the desperado and said quite cour­ 
teously : 
“ ‘My friend. I’ll have to relieve you 
of that six shooter.' 
“ ‘I’ll give it to you, then,’ said the 
robber with an oath, and In a second 
had drawn his weapon and fired upon 
the marshal, wffio fell dead at the re­ 
port. 
“Upon this the robber rushed out of 
the store, and immediately his com­ 
rades came running to the spot, but no 
faster than did the rangers with their 
Winchesters, ready for action. 
In a 
second it seemed as if both sides had 
the situation revealed, and the robbers 
turned to run to where their horses 
stooil tied, a block from where the 
murder of the marshal occurred. 
Be­ 
fore he had run 50 yards Dick Ware 
had sent a bullet into the head of 
Barnes. Bass’ lieutenant, which laid 
the highwayman low. 
“Bass, mortally wounded, managed 
to get upou his horse, which he urged 
to breakneck speed. 
The animal ran 
for about three miles till lie reached 
the open prairie and stopped to graze. 
As he did so his rider, unable to sit 
longer in the saddle from loss of blood, 
fell to the ground. 
“When they found him a few hours 
later, he was dying. 
Ile recognized 
Sergeant Ware as the man who had 
killed him and said he wanted Ware to 
have his horse. 
He regretted their 
procrastination in robbing the bank,

The natlon-’s lialance sheet for the 
y ear ending in June shows increases in 
the foreign trade that, all things con­ 
sidered. are marvelous. 
In spite of a 
war that disturbed the run of things, 
In spite of abundant crops in other 
countries .and a conse<iuent decrease 
in the demaud for food stuffs, the total 
of the foreign trade of the country 
reached tbe euormous sum of $1,024,-' 
520,8 13, which is $G7,(.H.H),(X)0 greater 
than in auy previous y ear in the coun­ 
try ’s hiatory , aud the figures show the 
United States to he on the right side 
of the ledger by the enormous sum of 
$530.36 6 .037 . 
We sold to other coim- 
trles that much more of our product 
than we bought of theirs. 
At the 
same time we purchased from other 
couutries $8 1.027 ,7 34 worth more of 
their products than we purchased in 
the preceding y ear, say s the New York 
Sim. 
The importance of the showing is 
here. 
Whereas in other y ears the im­ 
ports of the products of other countries 
have consisted largely of their manu­ 
factured products, in the y ear Just past 
the Imports have consisted largely of 
the raw 
v 'terial of other countries, 
which we lave taken into our facto­ 
ries, worked into the finished product 
and sold hack to the couutries from 
which we made the original purchase. 
In 18 08 7 0 per cent of the ex ports of 
the United States consisted of agricul­ 
tural and food products. Crops in oth­ 
er countries had been bad. 
The war 
was threatened and with it there seem­ 
ed a possibility of a blockade of Amer­ 
ican ports that would hinder the ex ­ 
porting of breadstuffs and all other 
products. For that reason Europe made 
haste in ^*r purchases of wheat, corn 
and the Wke. 
The storehouses were 
increased in size and they were filled 
to overflowing with American grain 
before tbe war. 
Our wheat for the 
y ear averaged 9 8 .30 cents a bushel and 
our cotton 5.9 8 cents a pound. 
During 
the past y ear our wheat has averaged 
only 7 4.7 7 cents a bushel aud our cot­ 
ton 5.55 cents a pound. 
We ex ported 
this y ear 34.000.(K)0 bushels less of 
corn than we did last y ear aud our ex ­ 
ports of agricultural products general- 
iy footed up $86,tR)u,tMM) less than in 
189 8. Tliese figures empha.size the won­ 
derful progress that has been made by 
the American manufacturers. 
In spite 
of the great reduction lu the value of 
agricultural products ex ported the to­ 
tal ex ports are within $4,9 (H),(H)0 of the 
total of 189 8. 
That is. $82,U()6.(H>t) of 
the $8 6 .000,000 loss In agricultural ex ­ 
ports was made up by the increase in 
the ex port of manufactured products. 
The American manufacturers, while 
pay ing higher wages than the nianu- 
fjicturers of any country on the face of 
the globe, have been able to send tiieir 
products abroad and sell them success­ 
fully In competition with the products 
of the lower paid workmen of the oth­ 
er countries. 
A large part of the increased ex ports 
of 
manufactured 
products 
has 
of 
course been in iron and steel, the de­ 
mand for which in all parts of the 
world has been unprecedented. 
Of the imports of tbe y ear, about 
$.300.000.06 0 were admitted 
free of 
duty and 
about $400.000,000 worth 
were dutiable. There was an Increase 
of $8 ,7 17 ,328 in the value of the duty 
free imports and an increase of $101,- 
206 ,300 In the dutiable Imports. The 
duty free imports are made up largely 
of raw materials of the old world sent 
to our manufacturers to make Into fin­ 
ished products. The report of the bu­ 
reau of statistics shows an Increase of 
$45,000,000 worth of raw material for 
the use of our ex porting manufacturers 
in the last 11 months, and that gives 
some idea of the revolution In trade 
that is going on. 
When Americans 
gain markets for their goods they sel­ 
dom lose them, and the Increase In 
the ex ports of manufactured articles 
is certain to continue. 
With America’s tremendous ex cess 
of ex ports over Imports and the con­ 
seq uent balance of trade the gold of 
other countries must necessarily travel 
our way . The figures of the gold ex ­ 
ports and imports for the fiscal y ear 
are Interesting. During the y ear we 
imported $51,432,517 more gold than 
we ex ported. During the y ear also we 
produced $6 0,000,000 worth of gold in 
our own mines, so we have got $110,- 
000.000 more gold than we had a y ear 
ago. 
In the last three y ears we have 
Imported $201,07 1,(MX) more gold than 
we siported. In that time we have 
produced $150.« Xi0.000 worth of gold 
from our mines.

GROWTHOFOUR WEALTH 


Splendid Showing For the Year 
Ending In June. 


The nations balance sheet for the 
year ending in June shows increases In 
the foreign trade that, all things con­ 
sidered, are marvelous. 
In spite of a 
war that disturbed the run of things, 
in spite of abundant crops in other 
countries and a consequent decrease 
in the demand for food stuffs, the total 
of the foreign trade of the country 
reached the enormous sum of $1,924,-' 
520.813, which is $07,000,000 greater 
than in any previous year in the coun­ 
try's history, and the figures show the 
United States to be on the right side 
of the ledger by the enormous sum of 
$530,300,037. 
We sold to other coun­ 
tries that much more of our product 
than we bought of theirs. 
At the 
same time we purchased from other 
countries $81,027,734 worth more of 
their products than we purchased in 
the preceding year, says the New York 
Sun. 
The importance of the showing is 
here. 
Whereas in other years the im­ 
ports of the products of other countries 
have consisted largely of their manu­ 
factured products, in the year Just past 
the imports have consisted largely of 
the raw r 'terial of other countries, 
which we lave taken into our facto­ 
ries, worked into the finished product 
and sold back to the countries from 
which we made the original purchase. 
In 1898 70 per cent of the exports of 
the United States consisted of agricul­ 
tural and food products. Crops in oth­ 
er countries had been bad. 
The war 
was threatened and with it there seem­ 
ed a possibility of a blockade of Amer­ 
ican ports that would hinder the ex­ 
porting of breadstuffs and all other 
products. For that reason Europe made 
haste in tor purchases of wheat, corn 
and the wke. 
The storehouses were 
increased in size and they were filled 
to overflowing with American grain 
before the war. 
Our wheat for the 
year averaged 98.30 cents a bushel and 
our cotton 5.98 ceuts a pound. During 
the past year our wheat has averaged 
only 74.77 cents a bushel aud our cot­ 
ton 5.55 cents a pound. 
We exported 
this year 34,000,000 bushels less of 
corn than we did last year and our ex­ 
ports of agricultural products general­ 
ly footed up $86,000,000 less than in 
1898. These figures emphasize the won­ 
derful progress that has been made by 
the American manufacturers. In spite 
of the great reduction in the value of 
agricultural products exported the to­ 
tal exports are within $4,000,000 of the 
total of 1898. 
That is, $82,000,000 of 
the $86,000,000 loss in agricultural ex­ 
ports was made up by the increase lu 
the export of manufactured products. 
The American manufacturers, while 
paying higher wages than the manu­ 
facturers of any country on the face of 
the globe, have been able to send their 
products abroad and sell them success­ 
fully in competition with the products 
of the lower paid workmen of the oth­ 
er countries. 
A large part of the Increased exports 
of 
manufactured 
products 
has 
of 
course been in iron and steel, the de­ 
mand for which in all parts of the 
world has been unprecedented. 
Of the imports of the year, about 
$300,000,000 were admitted free of 
duty and about $400,000,000 worth 
were dutiable. There was an Increase 
of $8,717,328 in the value of the duty 
free imports and an increase of $101,- 
206,300 in the dutiable imports. The 
duty free Imports are made up largely 
of raw materials of the old world sent 
to our manufacturers to make Into fin­ 
ished products. The report of the bu­ 
reau of statistics shows an Increase of 
$45,000,000 worth of raw material for 
the use of our exporting manufacturers 
in the last ll months, and that gives 
some idea of the revolution In trade 
that Is going on. 
When Americans 
gain markets for their goods they sel­ 
dom lose them, and the Increase in 
the exports of manufactured articles 
Is certain to continue. 
With America’s tremendous excess 
of exports over imports and the con­ 
sequent balance of trade the gold of 
other countries must necessarily travel 
our way. The figures of the gold ex­ 
ports and imports for the fiscal year 
are Interesting. During the year we 
imported $51,432,517 more gold than 
we exported. During the year also we 
produced $60,000,000 worth of gold in 
our own mines, so we have got $110,- 
000.000 more gold than we had a year 
ago. In the last three years we have 
imported $201,071,000 more gold than 
we exported. In that time we have 
produced $150,000,000 worth of gold 
from our mines.

The new college w as one of tlie out­ 
grow ths of the Buffalo conference, and 
it w as to the chief promoter of that 
conference, as he w as the originator of 
tw o smaller ones that preceded it, the 
Rev. Benjamin Pay Mills of Brookline, 
that a Boston Herald man went for 
further 
information 
concerning 
the 
proposed college. 
“ Yes, that college was one of the 
most Important things vve worked on 
last summer 
In 
Buffalo,” said Mr. 
Mills, “ and I ex pect It to be a mag- 
uiflcent success, especially considering 
the kind of men who are managing it. 
1 want the public to understand at the 
start that it is not to be a socialist col­ 
lege or a colh'ge for the proinulgation 
of either socialism or any other doc­ 
trine, but a college for the fullest and 
freest kind of Investigation of sociolo­ 
gy in all Its branclu's. 
It is to be an 
Institution of learning rather than of 
teaching, follow ing out tlie true theory 
of education on the basis of simple 
search for truth in distinction to tlie 
estaliilslim ent and defense of a tlieory. 
traditional or otlH*rwlse. 
It will lie a 
college from which no man shall ever 
be dism isseil on account of opinions he 
may hold, as no professor sliall ever lie 
invited to tencli in it on account of ids 
special views. 
All we want is aliillty 
and freeiloni. 
“ The College of Social Science will 
try to co-operate wltli tlie other edvica- 
tlomil iustitutim is in tlie support of 
earnest ami honest Investigation, ami 
it w ishes to avoid all kinds of hostili­ 
ty to established college work. 
Tlie 
American collegA*s are inagniticeut in­ 
stitutions, iloing a grand work for the 
nation, but in tlie.se 
lines 
tliey are 
lianipered liy tlie desire to phrase capi­ 
talists in the liope of getting gifts from 
them, and in tlie state colleges politics 
has been a factor and destroyi'd fair 
and oiien metliods. 
Twenty-three pro­ 
fessors liave lu‘en eji‘cted from clialrs 
•of political ami social science during 
the past few years on account of tlicir 
view s on capital and labor, protection 
and free trade, free silver, socialism 
and kinditMl subjects.

A cargo of stuffed birds from the 
H awaiiau 
Islauds en route for the 
Smithsonian institution 
in Wasiiing- 
tou arrived in San Francisco about the 
first of Ju ly and is ex pected to reach 
W ashington in a few days. 
A consid­ 
erable delay has necessarily occurred 
by reason of the fact that permission 
liad to be obtained from the treasury 
department to bring the cargo into the 
United States free of duty. 
This per­ 
mission has now' been obtained 
and 
the shipm ent started for W ashington, 
the collection at the Smithsonian iosti- 
tution. but It is believed that it will 
form a very valuable acquisition and 
that it has been obtained at a very 
low' price. 
In all there are about 450 
specim ens in the collection, the cost of 
which was betw’een $400 and $5(X). 
Among other things it is known that 
the cargo contains a number of speci- 
V’ery little is know'n in detail as to 
mens of a very rare hawk, the buleo 
solilarious. which sell for $25 apiece. 
It is understood that there are more 
specim ens of this bird in the collection 
than are to be found in all the muse­ 
ums put together. 
The collection was made by H. F, 
H enshaw, formerly of the bureau of 
ethnology, but now traveling in Ha- 
w'ail for his health. 
Most of the birds 
in the cargo which he has just shipped 
were taken on the Island of H awaii 
Itself, and Mr. Henshaw ex pects to 
use the amount received for tne collec­ 
tion in ex ploring the other and more 
remote islands of the group In search 
of new specimens, says the W ashing­ 
ton Post. 
This shipm ent of birds from H aw aii 
has an especial value at this time, as 
the native birds of the islands are said 
to be becoming ex tinct owing to the 
introduction of fow ls from the United 
States and Asia. 
W ithin recent tim es 
a species of tailless rail, the native 
goose of the island of Haw aii, and the 
native duck have practically disap­ 
peared. 
The introduction of the mino 
bird, a starling from India, the weaver 
bird from the East Indies, the turtle 
dove from India, the California par­ 
tridge and to a lesser ex tent the Cali­ 
fornia house finch has proved very de­ 
structive to the native birds.

Plans have been made for the estab­ 
lishm ent in Boston of a college of so­ 
cial science for the free aud untram ­ 
meled investigation of social aud po­ 
litical science, the collection of facts 
and statistics concerning labor ques­ 
tions 
aud 
socialistic 
developm ents 
throughout the world, together with a 
publication bureau for the dissem ina­ 
tion of inform ation along these lines. 
Mr. Edwin I). Mead, editor of the New 
England Magazine, was offered 
the 
presidency of the new institution, but 
declined on 
account 
of 
the 
large 
am ount of work already on his hands, 
and the direction has been given to 
Professor Thom as E. Will, till recently 
president of 
the K ansas College of 
Agriculture. 
The new college w as one of the out­ 
grow ths of the Buffalo conference, and 
it w as to the chief prom oter of th at 
conference, as he w as the originator of 
tw o sm aller ones th at preceded It, the 
Rev. Benjam in Fay Mills of Brookline, 
th at a Boston Herald m an went for 
further 
Information 
concerning the 
proposed college. 
“Yes, th at college was one of the 
most im portant things we worked on 
last sum m er 
in 
Buffalo,” said Mr. 
Mills, “and I expect it to be a m ag­ 
nificent success, especially considering 
the kind of men who are m anaging it. 
I w ant the public to understand a t the 
sta rt th at it Is not to be a socialist col­ 
lege or a college for the promulgation 
of either socialism or any other doc­ 
trine, but a college for the fullest and 
freest kind of Investigation of sociolo­ 
gy in all its branches. 
It Is to be an 
institution of learning rather than of 
teaching, following out the true theory 
of education on the basis of simple 
search for truth in distinction to tin 
establishm ent and defense of a theory, 
traditional or otherwise, 
it will In* a 
college from which no m an shall ever 
be dismissed on account of opinions he 
may hold, as no professor shall ever be 
Invited to teach in it on account of his 
special views. 
All we w ant is ability 
and freedom. 
“The College of Social Science will 
try to co-operate with the other educa­ 
tional institutions in the support of 
earliest aud honest investigation, and 
It w ishes to avoid all kinds of hostili­ 
ty to established college work. 
The 
Am erican colleges are magnificent in­ 
stitutions, doing a grand work for the 
nation, but in these lines 
they are 
ham pered by the desire to please capi­ 
talists in the hope of getting gifts from 
them , aud in the state colleges politics 
has been a factor aud destroyed fair 
and open methods. Tw enty-three pro­ 
fessors have been ejected from chairs 
of political and social science during 
th e past few years on account of their 
view s on capital and labor, protection 
and free trade, free silver, socialism 
and kindred subjects. 
Five men were 
dropped from the faculty of the K an­ 
sas Agricultural college for political 
aud religious reasons. 
The true spirit 
of university life is impossible with 
this condition of things, and we w ant 
to have a place where the tru th shall 
be sought w ithout fear or favor, not 
seeking to please or assist either the 
m illionaires or the laborers. 
“The departm ent of research has 
beeu placed iu charge of Professor 
• John K. Commons, late of Syracuse 
university, who has opened an office in 
New York city for the collection of 
statistics regarding public ownership 
of the various public functions, and, in 
fact, everything that concerns the sci­ 
ence of sociology. 
His work also in 
eludes the furnishing to seekers of this 
Information. 
He will be assisted by a 
departm ent of publication. 
I do not 
yet know w hether Professor E. W. 
Bends, lately of Chicago university, is 
to be with Professor Commons in New 
York or in Beatuti, but he has agreed to 
help us, as has Professor Frank Par 
sous, who has been a lecturer in the 
Boston university, aud who has drop 
ped from the faculty of the Kansas 
State Agricultural college ou tlie ground 
that lie was a Unitarian, though, I be­ 
lieve, he is a member of au Episcopal 
church. 
“ The work in Boston will include lec­ 
tures on various branches of sociology, 
correspondence work aud publication 
of pam phlets aud bulletins containing 
the latest results of sociological study. 
The $15,000 raised 
by subscription 
among the IOO delegate* to Buffalo is 
all the money we have now In sight, 
b u t we expect more, and have faith 
th a t enough will be supplied for large 
expansion iu scope aud methods. 
The 
college now has the offer of the use of 
* large auditorium in Boston, rent free, 
with other rooms adjoining, suitable 
for the work. 
It was this offer that 
brought the college to Boston.”

The antiquarians who unearthed the 
sarcophagus did not respect this ap­ 
peal. 
W hen they exam ined the mum­ 
my wrapped inside of the box they 
found several pieces of gold clasped in 
tile right hand, which proves that an 
oriental will lie even after death.—

Dr. E. E. Prescott of Chicago adver­ 
tised the other day for men willing to 
give up portions of their cuticle for $2 
a portion. 
Richard Gray, the physi­ 
cian’s patient, required ll inches of 
skin to save one of his arm s from am ­ 
putation. 
His m isfortune was due to 
bum s. 
Forty-two men answered the 
“ail.” 
They ranged all the way from 
19 to 47 years. 
Some wanted the 
money, some were moved by curiosity. 
and some w ere influenced by a desire 
to help the suffering boy. Not so many 
were needed, and after an exam ination 
Dr. Prescott selected four who he 
thought would do. The rest were told 
they were not needed, but some of 
them became importunate, says the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch. 
‘I cannot sell even my flesh so that I 
can get food,” m uttered one old man, 
the oldest of the throng, when he was 
told the doctor would not need him. 
‘Take all the skin you want, doctor, 
If it will do the boy any good. 
I will 
stand for it,” said William T. Elkins, 
who was one of the four men selected. 
The young man whose arm was to 
be patched up was brought in and laid 
on a table. 
Elkins stood near him, 
and the other three young Men w atch­ 
ed while their comrade bared bis arm 
and prepared to be “peeled.” 
At the 
sight of the first cut one of them faint­ 
ed, and the other two promptly backed 
out and refused to contribute any skin 
Gray covered hi* eyes and could not 
look on while the surgeon pared bit 
after bit of skin from Elkins. The lat­ 
ter never flinched, but with the ut 
most heroism urged the doctor to take 
all he needed. 
The entire am ount de 
sired was therefore taken from the one 
man, and he was paid much more than 
the $2 offered in the advertisem ent.

Plans have been made for the estnb- 
llahnient in Boston o f a college o f so­ 
cial science for the free ami untrani 
moled investigation of social and po­ 
litical science, the collection of facts 
and statistics concerning labor ques­ 
tions 
aud 
socialistic 
developments 
throughout the world, together with a 
publication bureau for the dissem ina­ 
tion of information along these lines. 
Mr. Edwin 1>. Mead, editor of the New 
England Magazine, w as offered 
the 
presidency of the new institution, hut 
declined on 
account 
of 
the 
large 
amount of work already on his hands, 
and the direction bus been given to 
Professor Thomas E. Will, till recently 
president of 
Ute Kansas College of 
Agriculture. 
The new college was one of the out­ 
grow ths of the Buffalo conference, aud 
It w as to the chief promoter of that 
conference, as lie was the originator of 
two sm aller ones that preceded It, the 
Rev. Benjamin Pay Mills of Brookline, 
that a Boston Herald man went for 
further 
Information 
concerning 
the 
proposed college. 
“Yes, that college w as one of the 
most Important things we worked on 
last summer 
in 
Buffalo,” said Mr. 
Mills, “and I expect it to be a mag­ 
nificent success, especially considering 
the kind of men who are managing it. 
I w ant the public to understand at the 
start that it is not to be a socialist col­ 
lege or a college for the promulgation 
of either socialism or any other doc­ 
trine, but a college for the fullest and 
freest kind of investigation of sociolo­ 
gy in all its branches. 
It Is to be an 
Institution of learning rather than of 
teaching, follow ing out the true theory 
of education on the basis of simple 
search for truth in distinction to the 
establishm ent and defense of a theory, 
traditional or otherwise. 
It will he a 
college from which no man shall ever 
be dism issed on account of opinions he 
may hold, as no professor shall ever be 
Invited to tench in It on account of his 
special views. 
All we want is ability 
and freedom. 
“The College of Social Science will 
try to co-operate with the other educa­ 
tional institutions In the support of 
earnest and honest Investigation, and 
it w ishes to avoid all kinds o f hostili­ 
ty to established college work. 
The 
American colleges are magnificent in­ 
stitutions, doing a grand work for the 
nation, but in these 
lines 
they are 
.hampered by the desire to please capi­ 
talists in the hope of getting gifts from 
them, aud in the state colleges politics 
has been a factor aud destroyed fair 
and open methods. 
Twenty-three pro­ 
fessors have been ejected from chairs 
-of political ami social science during 
the past few years on account of their 
view s ou capital and labor, protection 
and free trade, free silver, socialism 
aud kindred subjects. 
Five men were 
dropped from the faculty of the Kan­ 
sas Agricultural college for political 
ami religious reasons. 
The true spirit 
of university life is Impossible with 
this condition of things, and we want 
to have a place where the truth shall 
be sought without fear or favor, not 
seeking to please or assist either the 
m illionaires or the laborers. 
“The department of research 
has 
been placed iu charge of Professor 
• John R. Commons, late of Syracuse 
university, who has opened an office in 
New York city for the collection of 
statistics regarding public ownership 
of the various public functions, and, in 
fact, everything that concerns the sci­ 
ence of sociology. 
H is work also in­ 
cludes the furnishing to seekers of this 
information. 
He will be assisted by a 
departm ent of publication. 
I do not 
yet know whether Professor E. \V. 
Bern is, lately of Chicago university, is 
to be with Professor Commons in New 
York or in Boston, but he has agreed to 
help us. as lias Professor Frank Par­ 
sons, who lias been a lecturer iii the 
Boston university, and who has drop­ 
ped from the faculty of the Kansas 
State Agricultural college ou tlie ground 
that lie w as a Unitarian, though, I be­ 
lieve, lie is a member of ail Episcopal 
church.

S K IN S OF HAWAIIAN BIRDS. 


R a r e C a r g o S t a r t e d F r o m F r i s c o t o 
t h e S m i t h s o n i a n I n s t i t u t i o n . 
A cargo of stuffed birds from the 
H aw aiian Islands en route for the 
Sm ithsonian institution in W ashing­ 
ton arrived iii San Francisco about the 
first of July aud is expected to reach 
W ashington in a few days. 
A consid­ 
erable delay has necessarily occurred 
by reason of the fact that permission 
had to be obtained from the treasury 
departm ent to bring the cargo into the 
United States free of duty. 
This per­ 
mission has now been obtained 
and 
the shipm ent started for W ashington, 
the collection at the Smithsonian insti­ 
tution, but it is believed that it will 
form a very valuable acquisition and 
that it has been obtained at a very 
low price. 
In all there are about 450 
specim ens in the collection, the cost of 
which w as between $400 and $500. 
Among other things it is known that 
the cargo contains a number of speci- 
Very little is known in detail as to 
mens of a very rare hawk, the buteo 
solitarious. which sell for $25 apiece. 
It is uuderstood that there are more 
specim ens of this bird in the collection 
than are to be found in all the muse­ 
ums put together. 
The collection w as made by H. F. 
H enshaw , formerly of the bureau of 
ethnology, but now traveling in Ha­ 
waii for his health. 
Most of the birds 
in the cargo which he has just shipped 
were taken on the island of H aw aii 
Itself, and Mr. H enshaw expects to 
use the am ount received for tne collec­ 
tion In exploring the other and more 
remote islands of the group In search 
of uew specimens, says the W ashing­ 
ton Post. 
This shipm ent of birds from H aw aii 
has an especial value at this time, as 
the native birds of the islands are said 
to be becoming extinct owing to the 
introduction of fow ls from the United 
States and Asia. 
W ithin recent times 
a species of tailless rail, the native 
goose of the island of Hawaii, and the 
native duck have practically disap­ 
peared. 
The introduction of the mino 
bird, a starling from India, the weaver 
bird from the East Indies, the turtle 
dove from India, the California par­ 
tridge and to a lesser extent the Cali­ 
fornia house finch has proved very de­ 
structive to the native birds.

solemn obligations have imposed upon 
us or whether we are to suffer the 
pains and persecutions of those who 
have the courage of their faith.” 
These were the words of Apostle 
Brigham Young o f Salt Lake City, the 
oldest son of the former head of the 
Mormon church, at the Grand Pacific 
hotel in Chicago the other day. 
Mr. 
Young’s present eastern trip, which 
will be followed by one to Mexico, is 
In the interest of the church of which 
he is a prominent member and which 
he declared is in a m ost prosperous 
condition. 
Iu connection with free dis­ 
cussion of the several phases of the 
Mormon question which have come 
into prom inence recently, he also said 
the church expected within a com para­ 
tively few y ea r s to begin the erection 
of a magnificent city of the faith at 
Independence, Mo., which would be 
its headquarters, 
says the Chicago 
Tribune. 
“It was our former home,” he said, 
“from which we were driven by unrea­ 
soning and bitter prejudice, and it has 
ever been our hope to redeem the 
waste places of Zion. 
It is our desire 
to build there the most beautiful city 
in the world. 
We will construct a 
magnificent tabernacle, much finer In 
every respect than the one w e have at 
Salt Lake City, and in other respects 
make our old and yet new home of the 
church a most beautiful place. 
We 
have a part of the necessary land al­ 
ready aud are going to have uo diffi­ 
culty in securing all w e need.” 
Reverting to the reported contem ­ 
plated proceedings against Congress­ 
man Elect Roberts, he said: “I have 
little doubt he will also be proceeded 
against, and, as in the ease of Mr. Can- 
con. we have no disposition to avoid 
file Issue.

Do you believe that Congressman 
Roberts will be seated?” he w as asked.

tim e later, the m anufacture of hotel 
china w as added to the feature of pot­ 
ters’ supplies. 
John Rowe eventnally 
disposed of his interest to Ambrose 
M assey and Thom as Robinson, the new 
firm being known as M ountford & Co. 
The new com pany engaged in the pro 
dnction of a general line of goods, 
known to the trade as Diam ond china. 
In the year 1897, Mr. M onntford dis 
posed of his interest to Mr. George C. 
Murphy. 
Later, he purchased the Bag- 
gott property, corner of Second and 
Market streets, and carried on the m anu­ 
facture of potters’ supplies, turning out 
this product extensi rely, until stricken 
down by the disease which resnlted in 
his death. 
One year after Mr. M onntford cam e to 
the U nited States he sent to England 
for his betrothed, and she joined him 
at Youngstow n, 
Ohio, the 
m arriage 
ceremony being perform ed at Sharon, 
Pa. 
E ight children blessed this anion 
—two sons and six daughters. 
Seven 
children are still living, Price and W il­ 
liam M onntford, Lizzie, C lara and H an­ 
nah M onntford, Mrs. Helen Trum p and 
Mrs. Sarah M cNutt. 
One daughter, 
Florence, 
passed over to the M aster 
some years since. 
The m arriage and married life w as an 
exceptionally happy one, Mr. M ountford 
loving his home, wife and children very 
dearly, and being dearly loved in re­ 
turn. 
Deceased w as not affiliated with any 
church, but he was a believer in God 
aud in the Savior of the world. 
He was 
an honest and honorable man and char­ 
itable to the extreme. 
He was a lover 
of his fellow s, and believed in doing 
good, and exemplified this by his actions 
aud life. 
His death is u sad blow to the 
home cirole, and the members of the 
fam ily will have the heartfelt sym pathy 
of a large circle of friends and acquaint­ 
ances. 
E ast Liverpool has lost a good 
citizen.

Into Mexico, where they proposed to 
stay in retirem ent for a season. 
"B a ss had planned the looting of th* 
only bank at Round Rock as an easier 
job and doubtless a better paying out 
than tackling a train, which feat bai 
been perform ed too often to be thor 
oughly safe. 
By changing his pro 
gram m e to raiding a village bank there 
might be more lucre and lets risk. 
"S o on tliat lovely morning in May 
when he aud his fellow thieves rode 
into 
the 
unsuspicious 
town 
they 
chuckled to think what an easy Job it 
would be to tran sfer the bank’s cash to 
their pockets. 
So thoroughly certain 
were they of getting off with the 
plunder that they w-ere in no haste 
about the m atter. One wanted to get 
shave, another went into a restaurant 
and so they scattered singly over the 
place, but there w as an understanding 
as to the time of attack, and a rendez­ 
vous w as fixed upon.

The natiou-’s balance sheet for the 
rear ending in June shows increases in 
the foreign trade that, all things con­ 
sidered, are marvelous. 
In spite of a 
war that disturbed the run of things, 
In spite of abundant crops in other 
I countries and a consequent decrease 
in the demaud for food stuffs, the total 
of the foreign trade of the country 
reached the enormous sum of $ 1.924.-» 
520.813, which is $67,000,000 greater 
than in any previous year in the coun­ 
try’s history, and the figures show the 
United States to be on the right side 
of the ledger by the enormous sum of 
$530,360,037. 
We sold to other coim- 
tries that much more of our product 
than we bought of theirs. 
At the 
same time we purchased from other 
couutrles $^1.027,734 worth more of 
their products than we purchased in 
the preceding year, says the New York 
Sun. 
The importance of the showing is 
here. 
Whereas in other years the im­ 
ports of the products of other countries 
have consisted largely of their manu­ 
factured products, in the year Just {Mist 
the imports have consisted largely of 
the raw r aerial of other countries, 
which we uive taken into our facto­ 
ries, worked into the finished product 
and sold back to the countries from 
which we made the original purchase. 
In 1898 70 per cent of the exports of 
the United States consisted of agricul­ 
tural and food products. 
Crops iu oth­ 
er countries had been bad. 
The war 
was threatened and with it there seem­ 
ed a possibility of a blockade of Amer­ 
ican ports that would hinder the ex­ 
porting of breadstuffs and all other 
product*. For that reason Europe made 
haste in ^ r purchases of wheat, corn 
aud the ™ke. 
The storehouses were 
increased in size and they were filled 
to overflowing with American grain 
before the war. 
Our wheat for the 
year averaged 98.30 cents a bushel and 
our cotton 5.98 coms a pound. 
During 
the past year our wheat has averaged 
only 74.77 cents a bushel aud our cot­ 
ton 5.55 cents a pound. 
We exported 
this year 34,000.000 bushels less of 
corn than we did last year aud our ex­ 
ports of agricultural products general­ 
ly footed up $86,000,000 less than in 
1898. These figures emphasize the won­ 
derful progress that has been made by 
the American manufacturers. 
In spite 
of the great reduction in the value of 
agricultural products exported tile to­ 
tal exports are within $4,000,000 of the 
total of 1898. 
That is, $82,000,000 of 
the $86.000,OOO loss in agricultural ex­ 
ports was made up by the increase lu 
the export of manufactured products. 
The American manufacturers, while 
paying higher wages than tho manu­ 
facturers of any country on the face of 
the globe, have been able to scud their 
products abroad and sell them success­ 
fully in competition with the products 
of the lower paid workmen of the oth­ 
er countries. 
A large part of the increased exports 
of 
manufactured 
products 
has 
of 
course been in iron and steel, the de­ 
mand for which in all parts of the 
world has been unprecedented. 
Of the imports of the year, about 
$300,000,000 were admitted 
free of 
duty and about $400,000,000 worth 
were dutiable. There was an increase 
of $8,717,328 in the value of the duty 
free imports aud an increase of $101,- 
206.360 in the dutiable imports. The 
duty free imports are made up largely 
of raw materials of the old world sent 
to our manufacturers to make into fin­ 
ished products. The report of the bu­ 
reau of statistics shows an increase of 
$45,000,000 worth of raw material for 
the use of our exporting manufacturers 
in the last ll months, and that gives 
some idea of the revolution in trade 
that is going on. 
When Americans 
gain markets for their goods they sel­ 
dom lose them, aud the increase in 
the exports of manufactured articles 
is certain to continue. 
With America's tremendous excess 
of exports over imports and the con­ 
sequent balance of trade the gold of 
other countries must necessarily travel 
our way. Tile figures of the gold ex­ 
ports and imports for the fiscal year 
are Interesting. During the year we 
Imported $51,432,517 more gold than 
we exported. During the year also we 
produced $60,000,000 worth of gold in 
our ow'u mines, so we have got HIO,-

The argument against competition in 
telephone service for Lancaster has been 
so repeatedly made that it would neces­ 
sitate the renting of two ’phones, in 
order to cover the available service, 
that the results of investigation into and 
reflection on the subjects are not out of 
place. 
The United States Telegraph and 
Telephone company (independent) is 
constructing about 2,600 miles of copper- 
metallic circuit toll lines in the state of 
Ohio, to be completed by January 1,1900. 
This, together with about 3,000 miles of 
independent lines already constructed, 
will probably be more than doable the 
toll lines operated by the Central Union 
Telephone nompany. Further than this, 
these independent lines will connect 
with more than doable the till stations 
and exchanges that are p o w reached by 
the present service at Lancaster. The 
toll for this service will average about 60 
per cent of the rates now enjoyed (?) by 
our citizens.

Plans have been made for the estab­ 
lishment in Boston of si college of so­ 
cial science for the free and untram­ 
meled Investigation of social and po­ 
litical science, Hie collection of facts 
and statistics concerning labor ques­ 
tions 
and 
socialistic 
developments 
throughout the world, together with a 
publication bureau for the dissemina­ 
tion of information along these lines. 
Mr. Edwin I). Mead, editor of the New 
England Magazine, was offered 
the 
presidency of the new institution, but 
declined on 
account 
of 
the 
large 
amount of work already on his hands, 
aud the direction has been given to 
Professor Thomas E. Will, till recently 
president of 
the Kansas College of 
Agriculture. 
The new college was one of the out­ 
growths of the Buffalo conference, and 
It was to the chief promoter of that 
conference, as he was the originator of 
two smaller ones that preceded It, the 
Rev. Benjamin Pay Mills of Brookline, 
that a Boston Herald man wont for 
further 
information 
concerning 
the 
proposed college. 
"Yes, that college was one of the 
most important things we worked on 
last summer 
in 
Buffalo,” said Mr. 
Mills, “and I expect it to be a mag­ 
nificent success, especially considering 
the kind of men who are managing It. 
I want the public to understand at the 
start that It is not to be a socialist col­ 
lege or a college for the promulgation 
of either sooiHlism or any other doc­ 
trine, but a college for the fullest and 
freest kind of Investigation of sociolo­ 
gy in all Its branches. 
It Is to be an 
Institution of learning rather than of 
teaching, following out the true theory 
of education on the basis of simple 
search for truth in distinction to the 
establishment and defense of a theory, 
traditional or otherwise. 
It will be a 
college from which no man shall ever 
be dismissed on account of opinions be 
may hold, as no professor shall ever be 
invited to teach in It on account of his 
special views. 
All we want is ability 
ami freedom. 
“The College of Social Science will 
try to co-operate with the other educa­ 
tional institutions In the support of 
earnest and honest Investigation, and 
It wishes to avoid all kinds of hostili­ 
ty to established college work. 
The 
American colleges are magnificent in­ 
stitutions, doing a grand work for the 
nation, but in these 
lines 
they are 
hampered by the desire to please capi­ 
talists in the hope of getting gifts from 
them, aud In the state colleges politics 
has been a factor and destroyed fall’ 
and open methods. Twenty-three pro­ 
fessors have been ejected from c h a irs 
•of jMjlltlcal and social science during 
th e past few years on account of their 
views on capital and labor, protection 
ami free trade, free silver, socialism 
aud kindred subjects. 
Five men were 
dropped from tlie faculty of the Kan­ 
sas Agricultural college for political 
and religious reasons. 
The true spirit 
of university life Is impossible with 
this condition of things, and we want 
to have a place where the truth shall 
be sought without fear or favor, not 
seeking to please or assist either the 
millionaires or the laborers. 
“The department of research 
has 
been placed Iii charge of Professor 
• John It. Commons, late of Syracuse 
university, who has opened au office in 
New York city for the collection of 
statistics regarding public ownership 
of the various public functions, aud, in 
fact, everything that concerns the sci­ 
ence of sociology. 
His work also in­ 
cludes the furnishing to seekers of this 
info rotation, 
lie will be assisted by a 
department of publication. 
I do not 
yet know whether Professor E. W. 
Be rn is. lately of chicago university, Is 
to be with Professor Commons In New 
York or in Boston, lint he has agreed to 
help us, as has Professor Frank Par­ 
sons, who has been a lecturer In the 
Boston university, and who has drop­ 
ped from tile faculty of the Kansas 
State Agricultural college on the ground 
that he was u Unitarian, though, I be­ 
lieve, he Is a member of au Episcopal 
church.

R a r e C a r i e n S t n r t e d F r o m F r i s c o t o 
t h e S m i t h s o n i a n 
I nut ll ut i o n . 
A cargo of stuffed birds from the 
Hawaiian Islands en route for the 
Smithsonian institution in Washing­ 
ton arrived in San Francisco about the 
first of July aud is expected to reach 
Washington in a few days. 
A consid­ 
erable delay has necessarily occurred 
by reason of the fact that permission 
had to be obtained from the treasury 
department to bring the cargo into the 
United States free of duty. 
This per­ 
mission has now been obtained and 
the shipment started for Washington, 
the collection at the Smithsonian insti­ 
tution, but it is believed that it will 
form a very valuable acquisition and 
that It has been obtained at a very 
low price. 
In all there are about 450 
specimens in the collection, the cost of 
which was between $400 and $500. 
Among other things it is known that 
the cargo contains a number of spec!- 
Very little is known in detail as to 
mens of a very rare hawk, the buteo 
soliiarious. which sell for $25 apiece. 
It is understood that there are more 
specimens of this bird in the collection 
than are to be fouud in all the muse­ 
ums put together. 
The collection was made by H. F. 
Hensbaw, formerly of the bureau of 
ethnology, but now traveling in Ha­ 
waii for hts health. 
Most of the birds 
iu the cargo which he has Just shipped 
were taken on the island of Hawaii 
Itself, and Mr. Hensbaw expects to 
use the amouut received for tne collec- 
tiou in exploring the other and more 
remote Islands of the group in search 
of new specimens, says the Washing­ 
ton Post. 
This shipment of birds from Hawaii 
has an especial value at this time, as 
the uative birds of the islands are said 
to be becoming extinct owing to the 
Introduction of fowls from the United 
States aud Asia. 
Within recent times 
a species of tailless rail, the uative 
goose of the Island of Hawaii, aud the 
native duck have practically disap­ 
peared. 
The introduction of the miuo 
bird, a starling from India, the weaver 
bird from the East Indies, the turtle 
dove from ludia, the California par­ 
tridge aud to a lesser extent the Cali­ 
fornia house Such has proved very de­ 
structive to the uative birds.

“The members of the Mormon church 
who have contracted polygamous mar 
rlages do not shrink from the issue in­ 
volved in the case recently begun 
against Angus M. Cannon. 
The pres­ 
ent is probably as good a time as any 
for determining whether we are to live 
undisturbed the lives which the most 
solem n obligations have imposed upon 
us or whether we are to suffer the 
pains and persecutions of those who 
have the courage of their faith.” 
These were the words of Apostle 
Brigham Young of Salt Lake City, the 
eldest son of the former head of the 
Mormon church, at the Grand Pacific 
botel in Chicago the other day. 
Mr. 
Young’s present eastern trip, which 
will be followed by one to Mexico, is 
In the interest of the church of which 
he is a prominent member aud which 
declared is in a m ost prosperous 
condition. In connection with free dis­ 
cussion of the several phases of the 
Mormon question 
which have come 
into prominence recently, he also said 
the church expected within a com para­ 
tively few years to begin the erection 
of a uiagniticent city of the faith at 
Independence. Mo., which would be 
Its headquarters, says the Chicago 
Tribune. 
“It was our former home,” he said, 
“from which we were driven by unrea­ 
soning and bitter prejudice, aud it has 
ever been our hope to redeem the 
waste places of Zion. 
It is our desire 
to build there the most beautiful city 
Id the world. 
We will construct a 
magnificent tabernacle, much finer in 
every respect than the one we have at 
Salt Lake City, and in other respects 
make our old aud yet new home of the 
church a most beautiful place. 
We 
have a part of the necessary land al­ 
ready aud are going to have no dittt 
culty in securing all we need.” 
Reverting to the reported contem­ 
plated proceedings against Congress­ 
man Elect Roberta, he said: “ I have 
little doubt he will also be proceeded 
against, and, as in the ease of Mr. Can­ 
non. we have no disposition to avoid 
th*- Issue. We might as well determine 
now as any time where we stand, 
lf 
we bm* got to go to prison, so let it 
be. 
We eau he imprisoned, but no 
power short of death can force me or 
others in the same situation to break 
the most solemn covenant that man 
eau make, 
I, for instance, covenanted to be a 
faithful husband to my wives ami trite 
father to my children. Would I not be 
false to every obligation of honor and 
true morality to now' cast them off? I 
have had more than one member of 
congress tell me that if I broke the 
covenant thus made and cast off these 
children aud wives who gave me all 
they had in the world I would be 
uothiug less thun a scoundrel. 
“Congressman Roberts expressed the 
sentiments of our people when he said: 
I have entered Into obligations that 
no church or state can auiiuh' 
We all 


left alone, it win die a natural death 
with the passing away of the older 
members of the church. 
None of the 
young members of the church are 
polygamists. 
If, however, we are per­ 
secuted. it is possible polygamy may 
survive. 
I do not say this is probable. 
but it is human nature to cling to Hie 
things for which people are punished 
when they regard them as right.” 
Mr. Young’s talk has special signifi­ 
cance in view’ of the fact that he is the 
first Mormon of prominence who has 
consented to be interviewed since the 
arrest of Angus NI. Cannon.
